Specific Exemptions - The head of any agency cay prom- 
ulgate rules... to exempt any system of records within 
the agency... if the system of records is... 

"(5) investigatory material compiled solely 
for the purpose, of determining suitability, eli- 
gibility, or qualifications for Federal civilian 
employment, military service. Federal contracts, 
or access to classified information, but only to 
the extent that the disclosure of such material 
would reveal the identity of a source who fur- 
nished information to the Government under an 
express promise that the identity of the source 
would be held in confidence, or, prior to the 
effective date of this section, under an implied 
promise that the identity of the source would be 
held in confidence;"

in the Federal Register of August 27, 1975, pp . 3§239 to 
39252.
